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Other groups not listed in tha statistical summary include the Boy Scout troop which the 
church sponsors and leads, meeting weekly at the church with attendance about 15; also 
various committees on evangelism, Christian education, Sunday school teachers, who meet 
each month for training. It 1s perhaps helpful to compare and interpret some of the totals: 
Morning church attendance is up 23% over 1959 and 33% over 1958 
Evening attendance is down 25% over 2959, due in part to our changing the service 
into an adult Bible study class ! 
Sunday school attendance and enrollment has remained about the same, with attendance 
up a slight 4% over 1958 and 59. Our Sunday school reaches about 50% of the 
total school enrollment 
With the 1960 census report of a population totalling 670, our church is involving 
about 20-25% of the population in its worship and study program 
In addition to this, in 1960 we had the community roller skating program and also 
took the lead in sponsoring a community sumer recreation program involving about 
100 children and young people | 
Financially, the church has grown stronger, especially in the area of pledges 
In 1958 an estimated $5040 came from pledges 
In 1959 this rose to $6810 
In 1960 we estimate pledges will total about $8000 
In 1961 pledges have already gone over $9500 and should exceed $10,000 
During this time membership has increased from 79 on Jan. 31, 1958 to 102 at. the end 
of 1960, an increase of 28¢, while the population of the town has declined slightly 
Benevolence-wise, the church has almost.doubled her giving, from $1142 in 1958 to a total 
of $2185 in 1960; the self-allocation percentage rising from 12% to 21%. Growth toward 
self—support locally has not been as rapid, growing from $3600 in 1958 to $3900 in 1960 


While these figures for the most part seem encouraging, this does not mean the church can 
become complacent. For one thing, in a small town where we are the only major protestant 
denomination, our constituency is larger by far than in an ordinary multi—denominational 
community. Our church membership would have to increase at least another 254 to bring us 
up to the average of the rest of the U.S., and even then, you are reaching just over half 
of the people for Christ. The same is true of the Christian education program: we have just 
begun to reach out and should overflow our facilities if we keep a faithful witness, True, 
church attendance averages 67% of our membership on any given Sunday, and this is high--but 
the total number being reached is still small. “Also, the quality of some of our, programs 
is not very high, especially in our youth group, which I feel is not regularly challenging 
young people with the highést in the Gospel. © | | i 


Another weakness ig a lack of social action on the part of the church save in the area of 
wholesome recreation, where we have rendered a real ministry through skating, square dances, 
our men's fellowship and the summer playground prograp, There is considerable delinquéncy, 
alcoholism and family strife in Skagway about.which the church—-pastor especially—has not 
become informed nor vocal, and an effective ministry here is surely a goal for the future. 


Positively, the church has grown tremendously in evangelical concern for others; in the 
commitment of her leaders; in the number who have been led. to tithe;in our relationship 
with ths comunity and in the general feeling of real Christian fellowship among members, 
Reletionshios within» the church, between various boards and groups and within these groups, 
have been good so that people think of the welfare of the elect ‘community as they go about 
their daily business and in their other social activities. This is surely our high calling, 
to become @ witnessing fellowship that reaches out to all men and is concerned with pro- 
claiming Jesus Christ as lord of all life. Ho citee Ser 1 Me
